oca stKB ENTS N O MYTH. 

Reptile Relative of the Shark Said by 
Scientists to Be the Real 
Article. 

Along the seaside many jokes are 
icracked about sea serpents. On the 
whole, most people think that the 
•serpents exist only in the imagination 
of people just for their entertainment. 
It is a surprise to them when you tell 
them that scientific men with a knowl¬ 
edge of the subject say that the sea 
serpent is not. a myth, but a' living 
truth. Dr. Burt G. Wilder, a former 
porker with the famous Agassiz, and 
now the well-known zoologist at Cor¬ 
nell uniyersity, says,that not only do 
sea serpents " inhabit the" ocean but 
tnat .the Cornell museum exhibits one 
of the only two that have ever been 
captured. The other one is at Har¬ 
vard, and each one is valued at some¬ 
thing like $1,500. Beth of them were 
captured in the deep walers of the 
Indian ocean. Dr. Wilder exhibited 
Cornell’s specimen last spring at a 
meeting of zoologists at Philadelphia, 

The reptile is a relative of the shark, 
and for a name the scientists have 
dubbed it • Chlamydoselacluis an- 
guineus, which translated into plain 
English means a shark-like snake. It 
is not very long, covering a few inches 
over six feet, but the snakelike ap¬ 
pearance is at once striking. The 
head is long and flat on top, and the 
neck is scarcely noticeable, enlarging 
slightly into what might be called the 
body. The body then tapers into a 
sharp, finny tail. The structure of the 
whole body is built on a plan to re¬ 
sist enormous water pressure, as Dr. 
Wilder points out. He says that it is 
a' true sea serpent and that without 
the slightest doubt it has relatives of 
far greater dimensions.

OUR SUCCESSFUL SOLDIERS 


Not Alone Those Who. Study and 
Attain to Scholastic 
Eminence. 


“Our most successful. officers, with 
troops in time of peril,” remarked Gen. 
Lee, commanding the department of 
the Texas, in a recent report to the 
war department, “are not necessarily 
those who ‘burn the midnight oil’ to 
obtain scholastic eminence. The truth 
of this matter was neveR more aptly 
stated than in an article - written by 
an able naval officer: ‘The handling cf 
men is the most difficult, delicate and 
the highest duty an officer is called on 
to perform.’ 

■ “Officers should be marked on prac¬ 
tical work, efficiency of their com¬ 
mands, etc., as well as on hook recita¬ 
tions, and the grading rated higher for 
an officer of marked efficiency in prac¬ 
tical duties than one w'ho is behind in 
these, hut -who by what is sometimes 
known as a '.‘cramming’ process leads 
in book recitation, , ..... ’•*.., 

‘-‘Due recognition should be given to 
the importance of theoretical work, 
study, recitation, etc., but these should 
not take precedence over nor impair 
the practical work so essential to the 
thorough development of the soldier’s 
military duties in camp, garrison and 
field. Surfeit of theory with stinted 
practice and other causes as well, by 
no means far to seek, have not gener¬ 
ally brought our officers and men quite 
up to the high standard of 1898. 
Taken, however, as a whole, there has 
been improvement over la^t year, but 
marked excellence is somewhat excep¬ 
tional.”

Migration of Pishes. 

Deep sea denzens of the northern 
waters are all remarkable for their mi¬ 
gratory habits, the herring especially 
so. These fish approach the Newfound¬ 
land littoral to spawn, and then are cap¬ 
tured in great quantities, but this is only 
during a few months every year, while 
for the remainder they withdraw to 
some waters the location of which has 
never been determined. The late Prof. 
Spencer T. Baird, United States fish 
commissioner, conducted an expedition 
to the north 30 years ago to locate this 
“home of the herring,’ but without any 
result, Newfoundland itself is now 
about to attempt a similar quest, having 
secured the services of a Scottish fish¬ 
ery expert for the purpose.
